YOUNG FARMER 
ELD AD SLAYER 
Hid BROTHER 


Martin Rumfell, Living Near 
Doniphan, Mo., Accused in 
_-Coroner’s Verdict. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DONIPHAN, Mo., Nov. 14.—Martin 
Rumfell, aged 25, tg in the County Jail 
here charged with the murder of his 
brother, Andrew, 21. 

The brothers lived on a farm. eight 
miles south of Doniphan. Thursday 
night about 11 o’clock the younger 
brother was shot In the head while 
asleep in bed. A shotgun was used and 
death was instantaneous. 

At the coroner’s inquest. yesterday 
afternoon Martin  Rumfell testified: 
‘“‘My brother and I were sleeping in 
the same bed when I was awakened by 
a shot. [ thought he had gone out to 
shoot at a stray dog or at an owl, as 
he sometimes did. I turned over to feel 
to. see if he was in bed, at the same 
time moving my head from the pillow. 
Then another shot was fired, which 
tore the end off of the pillow where 
my head had been lying. I jumped up 
and got my gun and fired at some 
person who. ran out of the door.” 

He was subjected to a vigorous ex- 
amination by the Prosecuting Attorney, 
but did not change his statement. The 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury, based on 
circumstantial evidence, was that the 
young man had come to his death at 
the hands of his brother. 

The Oircumstantial Evidence. 
- The evidence was obtained by an ex- 
amination of the shot used and of two 
empty shells found lying on the floor 
in the room. and by comparing thein 
with shells found in a cartridge belt be- 


longing to Martin Rumfell. The empty 
shells are of the same brands, and the 
shot was similar in size to the loaded 
shells found in the ,belt. 

Martin Rumfell has borne a good 
reputation, but his neighbors say that 
at times he acted as though mentally 
unbalanced. At the same hour that the 
murder took place the barn owned Dy 
A. Taylor, a farmer near the Riuufeli 
place, was destroyed by fire. © 0, 
mules and a large amount of feed and 
grain were burned. It is the genera 
impression that the same’ person tom- 
mitted both deeds.

KAISER INTENDS

Says Reichstag Has No Right 
to Dictate—Knows What’s 
Best for Fatherland. 








BERLIN, Nov. 14.—Heedless of the 
warning of the German Reichstag and 
the Federal Council of the German Em- 
pire, Emperor William is determined to 
uphold his personal power and to exer- 


cise just as great personal influence in 
both foreign and domestic affairs in the 
future as he has in the past. 

This momentous information reached 
the German capital today from an au- 
thoritative source, and occasioned con- 


the belief has been entertained that the 
Kaiser would accept the resentment of 
his people and put a curb on his future 
activities. - 

Beside himself with rage because of 
the strictures made against him, the 
Emperor is reported to have declared 
himself as follows to a group of cour- 
tiers at the castle of Prince Fuersten- 
berg at Eschingen, where he has been 
a guest for several days: 

“Despite'everything, I shall go on my 

way as I see fit. It is not for the 
Reichstag to dictate to me. It is for me 
to decide what is best for the Father- 
land.’ © , % 
The report says that the Emperor 
spoke with great difficulty as his rage 
was such that he could scarcely contain 
himself. He emphasizéd his remarks 
by thumping the table around which the 
group sat, with his fist. 

Chancellor von Buelow still intends to 
zo to Kiel Monday to have a confer- 
ence with the Emperor, but he now 
realizes that he is going on a forlorn 
mission. He has his letter of resigna-. 
tion already completed and if the tem- 


per of the Kaiser is the same on Mon-| 


day as it is now, the resignation will be 
presented, even before the Chancellor 
enters into a disCussion of the Reichstag 
debates.

He has a passenger run be- 
tween Monett and St. Louis, on trains 
No. 1 and No. 8. If Sence has been lead- 
ing a dual life it was not known -in 
Springfield. 

After “‘Ames’’ had been shot he told 
the police that he was a Frisco pas- 
senger brakeman and on the strength 
of that statement he was taken di- 
rect to the Frisco Hospital, Laclede 
avenue and King’s highway.

BE 'COPY-CATS 


Thinks Their Dress, Manner 
and Ideas Should Be Differ- 
ent From Mere Man’s. 


“HOME IS THEIR PLACE” 


Members of Society of Colo- 
nial Wars Hear They Should 
Trust Husbands. 





Women should not copy after men 
in dress, manner or ideas, but should be 
like the womenly women of the Colon- 
ial days, who could sew, cook and care 
for the home, and who had an abiding 
faith in their husbands, declared the 
Rev. William Hayes Leavill, D. D., 
president of Westminster Coilege, Ful- 
ton, Mo., in his address at the banquet 
of the Society of Colonial Wars at 


the Southern Hotel. 

Dr, Leavill, while drawing a contrast 
between the modern women and the 
women of the olden days, paid a high 
compliment fo the women of today. 

“Few women of today would leave 
their homes, their friends and all the 
attractions of life to follow,their hus- 
bands into a foreign land, as did the 
women of Colonial Days,’’ said Dr. Lea- 
vill. 

“In the early days when America 
was a wilderness and filled with sa- 
vages, the women of the old countries, 
our ancestors, came with their hus- 
bands, and to them we owe all that 
out beautiful and progressive country 
is today. 

“How many women would do the 
same today?

CLUB “BOUNCER” 
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SOUGHT TOCLEAR 
SOLDIER'S DEATE 


Inquest Establishes He Threat- 
ened to Kill Forsythe Over — 
Woman. 








NOT AMANDA SCHERMAN 





Girl Called ‘‘Ada” and “Lau- 
ra”. Cause of Jealousy 
Which Led to Murder. 





The police began Saturday a search 
for “Jim the Bouncer,” of the Broad- 
way Club, and his sweetheart, a woman 
who is believed to have caused the trou- 
ble which resulted in the murder of 
Louis D. Forsythe, a soldier of Jeffer- 
son barracks. 

At a coroner’s inquest Friday even- 
ing it was clearly established that For- 
sythe was murdered and that jealousy 
over the attentions he was paying this 
woman was the probable motive for the 
crime, 

This new woman who now enters the 
case is not Amanda Scherman, ‘ over 
whom Forsythe and Giles, his comrade, 
had a quarrel several hours befote he 
was found unconscious. She is said to 
be a tall woman who goes by the names 
of Ada and Laura, and she was in the 
Broadway Club drinking with Forsythe 
the night he was murdered. It is quite 
clear now that neither Giles nor Miss 
Scherman had anything to do with his 
death. 

Killed by Unknown Person. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was: 
“We, the jury, find that Louis D. For- 
sythe came to his death by a blow from 
some weapon in the hands of an un- 
known person.” 

Capt. Symmonds of the Seventeenth 
Recruit Co., of which Forsythe was a 
member. will go Saturday to lay what 
evidence he has before Circuit Attorney, 
Sagery and will ask him to try and 
bring to justice the murderer of For- 
sythe. 

Capt. Symmonds found in Forsythe'> 
locker at the barracks a packet of let- 
ters from the unknown woman. She did 
not sign her last name and gave no 
address, but she wrote of the trouble 
that had been caused Forsythe by th: 
other man who also-loved her. The 
letters indicated that the woman was 
engaged to marry the man at the Broad- 
way Club, who was known as ‘Jim the 
Bdauncer,” but that she loved For- 
sythe the better of the two. These let- 
ters will be given to the Circuit At- 
torney. 

eared “Jim the Bouncer.” 

The comrades of Forsythe/testified at 
the inquest that he had often told them 
he was afraid to go to the Broadway 
Club because “Jim the Bouncer’ had 
threatened to kill him and he feared he 
would do it. 

Forsythe told his comrades that his 
trouble with this man at the Broadway 
Club. dated from the time they were in 
the Eighth Cavalry together at Jeffer- 
son Barracks. They were then paying 
attentions. to this woman. 

Maj. A. E. Bradley, post surgeon, tes- 
tified at the inquest that the fracture 
in Forsythe’s head was quadralateral in 
shape, about seven-eighths of an inch 
long, and that it couid not have been 
made by the head ¢triking the edge of 
a step, but must have been made by a 
blow from some biant instrument. 

‘“T think it was made by some objec’ 
protected by a soft covering, such as a 
billy or blackjack, because there was 
no external injury. If the fracture had 
been caused by a fall against a step or 
other hard substance the skin would 
have been cut, but there was no mark 
on the skin.”’ 

At this point Coroner Bracy said: “I 
have examined the spot where Forsythe 
was found and I have examined the 
fracture in the skull and I agree with 
Maj. Bradley that it could not have 
been done by the fall, but was done with 
some blunt instrument,’ probably a 
billy.” 

Comrades Knew of Threats. 

L. F. Berg, Claude Hock, Dennis 
Camp, Willie T. James and William W. 
Armstrong, members of Company Ii, 
each testified at the inquest that at 
different times, even as recent as two 
weeks ago, Forsythe had told them he 
was afraid to go to the Broadway Club, 
because “Jim the Bouncer” had threat- 
ened to kill him because he was paying 
attention to the women known as Ada 
and Laura. 

Hock’s testimony was: “I was sitting 
with Forsythe and asked him to go down 
to the Broadway Club and get a drink. 
He said he would not go there because 
Jim the Bouncer had threatened to kill 
him over a woman. He said that his 
trouble with this Jim the Bouncer dated 
back to the time they were both here 
at the post in the Eighth Cavalry.” 

James Asher, manager of the Broad- 
way Club, testified that he never had 
any trouble with Forsythe. 

Gilles Not to Blame. 


Amanda Scherman, Lizzie Webb and 
Mrs. V. Edwards, who were in the club 
drinking with’ the soldiers when For- 
sythe and Giles had the argument over 
who should go heme with Amanda 
Scherman, testified that no blows were 
struck. 

While Amanda Scherman was testify- 
ing, Coroner Bracy said to her: 

“It is an evident fact that Forsythe 
was murdered at or near the Broadway 
Club that night and it is your duty to 
teil all you know. It is a shame that a 
man should lose his life and no one 
know how it was done. It is an old 
adage that murder will out and if we 


don't find out today it will come out 


some time.’

What is the use of having the biggest of ban- 
quets if it is to be accompanied by the biggest of 
mistakes?

less aS an agency of reform: 

We do not agree with the Governor in this mat- 
ter. That there were trickery and fraud in the 
St. Louis senatorial primary is presumable, but it 
is to be remembered that this city covers much 
ground and what may be true of one district or 
one section is not necessarily true of all. The 
wards in which suspicion attaches to the sena- 
torial primaries have always been the scene of 
dubious election methods. There is no good rea- 
son to believe that the frauds in that quarter 
were confined to the senatorship. 

What is needed here both at primaries and at 
elections is more and more determination on the 
part of officers of the law and good citizens gen- 
erally that crime at the polls shall be made so 
dangerous to those who practice it that it will 
not be attempted. 
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GOING TO JAIL FOR HIS PENMANSHIP. 

Those who resent injustice committed in an ex- 
cess of political zeal will soundly sympathize with 
the young Democrat whom Mr. Sager’s agents 
threw in jail to remain nine long days.and nights 
on a charge of false registration, in consequence 
of the mere fact that his handwriting was not 
plain enough to disclose his identity at his abode. 

Although Mr. Sager. was not personally cogni- 
zant of the injustice, it was committed pursuant 
to and in the overbearing spirit of his office at 
election time, and its blanket warrant system.

Who Gets the Reduction? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

You say, “if everybody could increase the price of 
his services or his products 10 per cent, as the rail- 
roads expect to do, there would be quite a little pros- 
perity.’’ When the ré@ilroads raise the rates the 
good effects of it can be felt in numerous lines of 
business, but, on the other hand, when the railroads 
reduce the rates the good effects are felt only by a 
few. The present rate on coal across the river is 206 
cents a ton; four years ago it was 30 cents. In other 
words, it should be two-fifths of a cent per bushel 
cheaper to the consumer. Four years ago the free 
switching limit was King’s highway; now it is bé- 
yond the city limits. In those days the switching 
charge was 50 cents a ton; now it is free. But the 
price of coal today is the same as it was four years 
ago, notwithstanding that the freight charges have 
been reduced 60 centsaton.

HE Altar Stairs,” by G. B. Lancaster, is a peibeemetiinad typhoon in 
the South Pacific. It broods in two or three chapters, and then bursts 
with all the fury of this type of té®mpest. It lays bare several 
islands, a number of hearts, several plots, and one soul. The reader is sucked 
up by the storm with very little preparation. He blows around with the 

pest of the debris without any positive notion of his own or anyone else’s 
whereabouts, and is finally dropped upon an island—safe, but badly confused 
as to what happened. Like all storms, this one has its grand moments and 
beautiful.. The author can wrile, but he does not know when he is overwrit- 
ing. He has an exceptional range of knowledge, a bewildering vocabulary, and 
a tremendous style, but his pen is uncontrollable—a wild thunderbolt that 
Jove himself could not direct. Kipling in his darkest allusiveness never 
equaled the opacity of some of the pages of “The Altar Stairs."” Someone 
has said that Ibsen is great because we do not understand him at all, and that 
Emerson is half-great because we only half understand him. Similarly meas- 
ured, G. B. Lancaster is three-quarters great, anyway. The theme of the 
story is the breaking of Rod McClean. McClean is a young and Godless Ber- 
gserker who goes to the Solomon Islands to route a mission station and work 
the islanders as slaves in the lumber business. The missionary in charge of 
the station is Strickland. He is a man. These two men fight their fight. 
The one encourages slave raids, head-hunting, savagery, the other batlles 
for Christianity. Because they are men, they grow to love each other as 
strong men can. In the end it is McClean that .is broken—partly through 

‘Strickland—partly through the Christian woman he loves. It is a very un- 
usual book, and when the author trains his pen to feed out of his hand and 
‘consents to share with his readers a little more the great secret of what he 
is driving at, he will write a great book. (Doubleday.) 

T one of the most notable books of the ‘year. It is beautifully written, 

full of exquisite sentiments expressed in delicately rounded periods. Noth- 
ing better, in this respect, has been done since James Lane Allen gave the 
world “The Choir Invisible.” In the story itself, the human note is struck 
with such rare artistry that its tragic tones seem like an echo from life itself. 

There is sobbing pity for every page, but there is never a lapse in the writing 
to suggest the false or the maudlin, and, best of all, the author Knows the 
great prairies and magnificent distances of the West of which he writes; he 
knows of the hardship and joys of those who dwell thereon, the “‘lean’’ and the 
“fat’’ sedsons that come and go in cycles. To read his descriptions is like 
looking at pictures. For example, take this description of a Dakota drouth: 

“The cycle of the lean years was again upon the land; the old,.old cycle 
of burning suns, of clouded skies that failed in their omen, of burned-brown 
monochrome stretching from horizon to horizon. * * * The curse was upon 
them, the unalterable mandate of drouth. The wheat sprouted and grew, bat- 
tled with them against the inevitable, approached the time of harvest—and, 
beaten at last, withered as it stood. The corn germinated, dotted the landscape 
green for a season—and likewise burned back to earth. Even the prairie, grass 
halted in its growth and, ere the summer was past, rattled crisp beneath the 
passing foot. It was the old, old tale, oft repeated, the preordained halt in 
the march of civilization, the ever-recurring lapse in the transformation of 

‘@ new country to an old; yet to them who struggled and met its decree, it 
was cruel as nature only can be, unjust and unexplained as nature only can be 

unjust and inexplicable.” 

The story has many threads, the chief one, however, having to do with 
the effort of a lame orphan boy to provide a homeless girl taken into his fam- 
ily when he was 8 years old,- with a musical education. He succeeds after a 
terrific struggle and then he starts out to gel a belated medical education for 
himself. The White Plague comes upon him before his graduation. The girl, 
who never knew of the sacrifices he made, is informed of them by a friend, 
who tells her of his condition. She leaves the fame she is just beginning to 
win and goes to him. The doctor tells him he is doomed unless he returns to the 
rough outdoor life of the farm. So he and the girl, husband and wife now, 
renew the primitive struggle for existence they had battled so many years 
to escape. (Dodd, Mead & Co.)

| HIS LANDSCAPE GARDENING. 


LL this reminds me of my experi- 

A ences in the ore business, but I 

shall comie to that later. I want 

to say something about landscape gar- 

dening, to which I have devoted a great] 

deal of my time for more than thirty 
years. 

Like my old friend, others may be 
Surprised at my claim to be an amateur 
landscape architect in a-small way, and 
my family have been known to employ 
a great landscape man to make quite 
sure that I did not ruin the place. The 
problem was, just where to put the new 
home at Pocantico Hills, which is now 
building. I thought I had the advantage 
of knowing every foot of the land, all 
the. old big trees were personal friends 
of mine, and with the views at any given 
point I was perfectly familiar-—I had 
studied them hundreds of times! and 
after this great landscape architect had 
laid out his plans and had driven his 
lines of stakes, I asked if I might see 
what I could do with the job. 

In a few days I had worked out a 
pian so devised that the roads caught 
just the best views at just the angles 
where in driving tip the hill you came 
upon impressive outlooks, and at the 
ending was the final burst of river, hill, 
cloud, and great sweep of country to 
crown the whole; and here I fixed my 
stakes to show where I suggested that 
the roads should run, aad finally the 
exact place where the house should be.

cases—has been for years a source of 
great interest. We bulld our movers 
ourselves, and work with our own men, 
and it is truly surprising what liberties 
you can take with trees, if you once 
learn how to handle these monsters. We 
have moved trees 90 feet high, and many 
seventy or eighty feet. And they natu- 
rally are by no means young. At one 
time or another we have tried almost all 
kinds of trees, including some which the 
authorities said could not be moved 
with success. Perhaps the most daring 
experjments were with horse chestnuts. 
We took up large trees, transported 
them considerable distances, some of 
them after they were actually in flower, 
ai! at a cost of $20 per tree, and lost very 
few. We were so successful that we be- 
came rather reckless, trying experiments 
out of season, but when we worked on 
plans we had already tried, our results 
were remarkably satisfactory. 


Taking our experiences in many hun- 
dreds of trees of various kinds in and 
out of season, and including the time 
when we were learning the art, our total 
loss has been something less than 10 per 
cent, probably more nearly 6 or 7 per 
cent. A whole tree-moving campaign in 
a single season has been accomplished 
with a loss of about 3 per cent. I am 
willing to admit that in the case of the 
larger trees the growth has been re- 
tarded perhaps two years, but this is a 
small matter, for people no longer young 
wish to get the effects they desire at 
once, and the modern tree mover does 
it. We have grouped and arranged 
clumps of big spruce trees to fit the 
purposes we wete aiming for, and some- 
times have completely covered a hillside 
with them. Oaks we have not been suc- 
cessful with except when comparatively 
young, and we don’t try to move oaks 
and hickories when they have come 
near to maturity; but we have made 
some successful experiments with bass 
wood, and dne of these we have moved 
three times without injury. Birches 
have generally baffled us, but ever- 
greens, except cedars, have been al- 
most invariably successfully handled. 

This planning for good views must 
have been an early passion with me. I 
remember when I was hardly more than 
a boy I wanted to cut away a big tree 
which I though interfered with the view 
from the Windows of the dining room 
of our home. I was for cutting it down, 
but some other members of the family 
objected, though my dear mother, I 
think, sympathized with me, as she said 
one day:

But if the present aggre- 
gation is as good as the eleven of 190] 
then there is ground for a good deal of 
confidence. Anyway, Burr’s team is be- 
ing mentioned in the same breath with 
Campbell’s, and it is worth while to 
look the two elevens over in a compara- 
tive way.

The- ends of Campbell’s team were 
Campbell and Bowditch, and if the pres- 
ent ends prove to be ae capable as those 
two, then they will be fine ends, indeed. 
So far they haven’t shown either the 
natural or acquired ability of the first- 
named” pair, though they have been 
making steady improvement. To date 
they are not their equals by a good deal, 
for Campbell and Bowditch were an ex- 
ceptional pair, as good, if not better, 
than were Hallowell and Cochrane of 
the ’98 eleven. 

The Harvard tackles of 1901 were 
Cutts, the ineligible, and Blagden. They 
didn’t promise a bit better in their early 
season form than Fish and McKay of 
the present eleven. They were corkers 
in the Yale game, however. Fish, right 
tackle of this year’s team, is playing 
much better than he did last year, has 
become steadier and being an active, ag- 
gressive and powerful fellow, is one of 
the best of this year’s tackles and a big 
help in the Harvard line.. McKay has 
the physique for making just as handy 
a tackle on the other side of the line. 
He is learning how to use his strength 
and, under vigorous coaching, has — 
come a hard worker and hustler. It ig 
not at all unreasonable to expect that 
the Harvard tackle will be as good as 
they were in 1901. 

The Guards Compared. 

Lee and Barnard, the Harvard 
guards in 1901, were tall men and 
held up their’ end ir a strong line. 
Neither was quite as good as is Burr, 
and though the latter is not sure of 
playing Yale a good understudy has 
been found in Dunlap. Hoar at right 
guard measures up favorably when 
compared with Lee or Barnard. Green 
was the center in 1901. Owing to the 
incapacitating of the regular center, 
Green was put in at the last moment, 
but he played a good effective game. 
Nourse, the present center, has been 
holding down the place all season 
without a break and is fully as good, 
so far as can be judged before the 
big test comes, as Green ever was.

SHIP'S MARTYRS 
BURIED AT LAST 


Bones of 15,000 Who Served 
During Revolution Are in 
Imposing Tomb. 


—— 


TAFT. AT DEDICATION 











Exercises Recall “‘Most Terrible 
Chapter in American 
History.” 





NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—After more 
than a century of agitation by individ- 
uals and organizations, bones represent- 
ing approximately 15,000 martyrs of the 
Revolutionary War, who died on the 
prison ship “Jersey’’ and other lesser 
vessels in Wallabout Bay, Brooklyn, lie 
at last in a fittingly marked burial 
place, for which the Government, New 
York State and hundreds of individuals 
made contributions. 

An imposing Dorie column of granite 
270 feet high, surmounted by a funeral 
urn and flag staff, rises above the 
tomb at Fort Greene Park, Brooklyn, 
and its dedication today was marked by 
a remarkable military parade of nearly 
20,000 soldiers and marines, and memor- 
able addresses by President-elect Wil- 
liam H. Taft and Gov. Charles E. 
Hughes. 

The procession of naval and military 
organizations, said to be one of the larg- 
est in the history of Brooklyn, the tre- 
mendous outpouring of people from all 
over Greater New York, crowding 
densely the line of march, and Fort 
Greene Park massed by tens of thous- 
ancs, presented an inspiring spectacle. 

Major General Charles F. Roe, com- 
manding the National Guard of the 
State, was grand marshal of the parade, 
which comprised four divisions—troops 
attached to Division Headquarters, First 
and Second Brigade headquarters, and 
the naval militia. In these were  in- 
cluded the squadrons of cavalry, three 
batteries of field artillery, two organiza- 
tions of the State Signal Corps, one field 
hespital corps, three coast artillery regi- 
ments, headed by Gen. David E. Aus- 
ten; the 7th, 12th, 14th, 23d, 47th, 6lst 
and 72d infantry, regiments of the Na- 
tional Guard; fourth division of the G. 
A. R., veterans’ associations and patri- 
otic societies, squadrons of mounted po- 
lice and many military and other bands. 

Public Indignuant. 

The vicissitudes of the remains of the 
failors and soldiers who died of fever 
and starvation and rotted in the foul 
hulks of the British prison ships long 
anchored in ‘Wallabout Bay, have been 
many, and have caused more than one 
outburst of public indignation. 

It was in 1872, at a Brooklyn town meet- 
ing, that definite steps were first urged 
to properly bury the remains. Nothing 
was done, however, until 1878, when the 
Tammany Society obtajned funds for a 
temporary wooden tomb, which was con- 
structed on Hudson street. To this the 
bodies, dug from the trenches along the 
Wallabout banks, where they had been 
hastily interred, were removed. 

' With passing years the structure fell 
into decay, the bones became exposed 
and children played with them. Public 
feeling became aroused, and in 18% the 
City of Brooklyn removed all that could 
_ be collected, several jJoads of them, te a 
tomb at Fore Greene Park under the 
stairs of the entrance, where they had 
been until work had begun on the pres- 
ent handsome memorial which the late 
Stanford White designed, and which rep- 
‘Tesents about $200,000. To these bones 
- Were added, four years ago, after a pub- 
Ne service at Plymouth Church, many 
» filling about eight coffins, which 
ad been unearthed in construction of 
warehouses at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 
All the remains are now encased in me- 
tallic coffins in the spacious tomb which 
is approached by a stately flight of sev- 
eral hundred steps. 

The experiences of the prison. ship 
“martyrs’’ constitute one of the most 
_ trightful chapters in American history. 

Eleven thousand sailors and soldiers died 
in the “Jersey” alone, a ship construct- 
ed to accommodate only 400 men, into 
which more than a thousand prisoners 
were usually crushed. Many were kept 
there for years. A _ survivur, Capt. 
Thomas Dring, vividly depicted the 
scenes of the horrible incarceration: 
“Registered and sent below, newcomers 
suffered terribly from the intolerable 
heat and foul air, and when they sought 
‘the narrow air holes they found them 
blocked by others, who fought with all 
their strength for even the faintest 
breath of the precious air.”
